None of the prior art was found to teach or suggest the process of preparing 
dried powders of a seeded, crosslinked and graft copolymer latex as claimed in the 
present claim 8, particularly wherein the shell polymer of the latex is grafted to include 
0.05 to 2 pts, based on 100 pts of the latex, of a reactive surfactant having double 
bonds capable of reacting with the monomers during the polymerization of the shell. 

Thus, claims 8 and 10-21 are allowed.
